Hitherto, we know in general different words and affixes 
used in Samskrit Language. Due to these varied and elegant 
words and word-construction the language has attained 
perfection and finish. How are words construed ? What subtly 
in meaning underlies the words ? - to examine these questions 
we have a separate science in Samskrit literature. Viz: Alankara 
Sastra (Poetics or science of figures of speech or poetry). Let 
us try to know these figures of speech or Alankaras now. 

Alankaras 

Ramayana, Mahabharata, Raghuvamsha, Sakuntala and 
others are the literary works in Samskrit. We experience 
inexplicable joy when we read these works. Enjoyment is 
otherwise called ‘Camatkara’ or strikingness. The source of 
‘Camatkara’ are Rasa (Sentiment), Guna (Excellence) Bhava 
(Feeling or Emotion) and Alankara (Figure of speech). Kavya or 
poetry is beautiful when these are present. Of these we briefly 
study only Alankaras. Just as jewels to the body so are 
Alankaras to kavya. Alankaras are two kinds : 

1. Sabdalankara (Figure of word) and 

2. Arthalankara (Figure of sense) 

1. Sabdalankara (Figure of word) - 

In Sabdalankara words are important. In a composition, be it 
prose or poetry if a consonant or consonants recur once it is 
called if one or more consonants recur many a 

times it is 'frRgSTTF':' if a group of consonants with an order 
recur giving different meanings it is called 'FW.' These are the 
familiar sub-divisions of Sabdalankara.
